Is Taken From Twenty Pound

The process of separating oil from 
the ar gande of the McMurray district 
was densonstrated Friday afternoon in 
Kejsey’s garage before a prominent 
gathering of representative financial 
men, engineers and citizens, by C. H. 
McCarthy, president o the Alcan Oil 
Corporation of New York City. 

Among those present during the 
interesting test which is stated to 
plaice the vast McMurray tar sands at 
once on a highly commercial plane,

Test Was Quick 

The test, which in ectual time took 
only two minutes, consisted of separ- 
ating the oil and sand of the twenty- 
pound sample of the McMurray tar 
sande, by the Aican process; In this 
lest a very Tight jet of steam was used 
for 4wo minutes, at the end of which 
the segragated of] was immediately 
poured off while stl hot. More than 
a half gallon of oil was secured from 
the sampte of sands used. The dem-

No Question of pCess 

E. W. Bowness, well known local 
consuRing engineer, on being asked 
by The !Bulietin what he thought of 
the test, said: “There can be no ques- 
tion about the success of this method 
of separating the ofl from the Mc- 
Murray tar sands. (Practically all of 
the off was taken out of the sample 
used and establishes the fact that Mc- 
Murray tar sands oil is now fuily 
evaileble. Whether the process can 
be worked commercially on a large 
scale is something that will have to 

be determined by later develapments, 
but I see no reason why any obstacie 
cannet de overcome.”

; The speaker took his audience in 
imagination through many countries 


picking up rugs on the ‘way. <A little 
sketch in which he émmitated the talk 
that would go on at the time of trad- 
ing with Arabs or Bedoulns was high- 
ly diverting. Different systems of 
trading are adopted in dif emt parts, 
in dealing-with the Arabs the trader 
through an interpreter, talks about 
many rugs before he looks at ¢he rug 
he really wants. This method takes 
much time and is particularly weari- 
some when one considers the very 
dirty state of the dwelling places and 
Stores and of the people themselves. 
In Constantinople ¢he trader must 
bid on 4 whoie bale of rugs after one 
or two have been shown to him. 
There are no hand-made rugs in 
Japan The modern Chinese rug is en- 
joying a migh repitetion at the 
presem time, but it must not be con- 
fused with the old antique Chinese 
rug. The modern rug is made in fac 
tories at Shanghai, Ticnsien and Pe- 
king and is geometrically correct. 
There is no individuakty among fac- 


| tory.-made rugs 


The real hand-made rugs are made 
by different tribes who band the de- 
signs down ‘by word of mouth and 
keap the patterns in the same family 
always Sometimes in the care 
xed mafriages we find mixed de- 
sicns the rugs. These people have 
ho moneys Their worldly possessions 
consist of a few sheep and 4 poor hat- 
itatiom They are dependent on the 


fquit and herbs of the coumtry for 
food 

The Turks being nomads , have 
Picked up designs from different 


countries and this is why we so often 
find the Chinese swastika and Greek 
Key in Turkish rugs. 

Rogs are made from the woo! of 


sheep a colored with «dyes taken 
from native herbs and berries. Poles 
are stuok in whe ground on which the 
ruge are woven. The real hand- 
made rugs pass through many hands 


before reaching the ¢inal buyer. Some- 
times tt takes a family many seasons 
to complete a rug on eccount of not 
having enough wool This is why 
real rugs eeem to thave been made 
in BO many pieces and twhy no two 
motifs are alike. Sometimes a rug 
is stretched outside a moor man’s tent 
during his life time and then finished 
by another generation. 

The value of a rug is determined by 
the back of the rug, which should be 
smooth and evenly woven with good 
knots. Most rugs from Mesamotamia 
are now colored witt anatine dyes 
The peaple have been forced to eat 
for food and the rugs are

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It is estimated that there will be a 
production of butter amounting to 
fifteen million pounds in the three 
prairie provinces during the cor 
season; this figure being entirely 
side the amount which represents the 
home consumption. 

The Market 

This fifteen million pounds surplus 
which will be produced during May, 
June, July and August must 
market—but where? The U.S.A. and 
the United Kingdom do not need it. 
British Columbia will buy nine mill- 
ion pounds of it, providing it is up to 


the New Zealand grade. So far Al- 
berta butter has not all been up to} 
that grade, and if this surplus ie 


to be marketed, it is distinctly 
up to the farmers of Alberta to pro- 
duce the best quality of cream. No 
amount of business finesse or skill on 


the part of the manufacturers can 
place poor butter in a market which 
will take the best and none other; 
hence it is apparent that the question 


is a vital one for the immediate con- 
sideration of the cream producers. 
British Columbia's Needs 
British Columbia will require nine 
million pounds and over, of butter this 


year for its own use. Provided 
Australia and New Zealand and 
other competitors were kind 


enough to keep their butter at home, 
all would be well for the Alberta pro- 
jueers; but unfortunately the Anti- 
podes have no intention of doing any- 
thing of the kind. Our one butter 
market in {B. C. js still further assault- 


ed by outside competition and a fresh | 


antagonist has arrived on the field, 


in the shape of the American dairy- | 


man, 


Heretofore, American butter was 


eitogether consumed in the States, but | 


this condition has altered, by reason 
of large importations of butter from 
Holand, Denmark and the Argentine 
which has flooded the eastern Ameri- 
can market. Shut out of their usual 
mart, the western producers of but- 
ter have jumped into the Vancouver 
market and are unloading; and will 


unload American butter on the coast | 


buyers; and at a price. Here is that 
same price—Seaitle 25 cents per 
pound and Vancouver 32% cents per 
pound. 
Butter on Consignment 

Dfle to the demoralized condition of 
the! eastern American market, Wash- 
ington and Oregon—the big Pacific 
dairying states—are chipping their 
butter into (B.C. on consignment; 
meaning that they will take any price 
which is offered.

‘Only the Best is Good Enough 

Alberta cream producers are “up 
Against” a serious proposition, but 
they can “win out” if more care is 
taken in production. North Alberta 
can produce as fine a grade of butter 
as any part of the world, if the cream 
is right, and there is a very fine re- 
frigerator service maintained by the 
National lines, which deliver the but- 
ter in Vancouver from Edmonton in 
62 hours. Despite the American in- 
vasion and the New Zealand and 
Australis importations, Alberta has 
many factors in her favor, and can 
hold this market, if the message can 
only be brought home to the farmers 
that in so far as cream is concerned. 
nothing but the best is wanted. 


New Zealand Production

Last year the United States went 
Canada 1,142,000 pounds of butter, 


while 10,000,000 went from this side. 
The old Fordney tariff placed an im- 
post of cight cents per pound on Can- 
adian butter, while the new Young 
bill of the same nature sets the charge 
at six cents, the tariff formerly tm 
vogue being 2 1-2 cents. The duty 
which we charge \American butter is 
four cents, but the Americans are 
quite agreeabie to reduce their figure 
to the original amount if we will fall 
in line. 
Supervision and Education 

The scheme which is in vogue in 
jthe United States regarding super- 
!vision and education might well be 
j emulated here. There, each state is 
divided up into counties in charge of 
}a County Agent, who is paid by the 
}county, his function being to oversee 
farming operations generally, and to 
give advice, where advice is needed. 
This agent is a scientist and also a 

practical man. He knows what is 
| best for the farmer, and he is paid 
}to show him the best methods in 
| vogue. 

| This system has met 
;success that the Federal government 
is also going to work similar lines: 
the states have been divided into se 
tions and in each of these a federal 
| officer is on hand to advise the agri- 
culturists, in addition to the county 
agent. 

The agents travel continuously 
!from farm to farm; cows are tested, 
/and the unprofitable animals weeded 
out while special advice is given in 
regard to the separation of cream and 
so forth. 

In Australia, similar conditions pre- 
vail, but in adition to advice, there is 
}a rigid inspection of all dairy plants; 
cow yards must be swept clean at 
least once a week, all the cow barns 
! must have cement floors and be thor- 
oughly whitewashed, and the cream 
room and separating room must be a 
certain distance from the cow sheds. 

Heavy fines are imposed for any 
breaches of the dairying act. Although 
there was at first considerable ob- 
jection to the scheme, 
| have learned that it pays to be scien- 
| tific and cleanly, and in the southern 
‘continent at the present time, the 
Cairy farmers compose the most pros- 
perous class in the community, while 
Australian butter has a reputation 
which is hard to excel.

May Wholesale de- 
etruction of agricultural seeds is the 
latest form of Sinn Fein outrage, it

is officially announced. As this is the 


time of year when sowing is in pro- 
gress, this is threatening the welfare 
of agriculture, Ireland’s chief indus- 
try. 

Dublin Castle officials connect this 
type of crime with the attempt of the 
Sinn Fein propagandists in America 
to represent the country as on the 
brink of famine. Since stories to that 
effect have béen circulated there nas 
been a large number of outrages. in 
which foodstuffs have been deliberate- 
ly destroyed or spoiled. In some cases 
the stores thus mishandled have or- 
iginated in Ulster or England, but in 
other cases the Sinn Feiners had not 
even that excuse. A few recent in- 

| cidents of this nature are: 

An armed party overpowered two 
men unloading a barge at 
street quay, Dublin ,on April 6 and 
forced them to empty fifty-eight half 
sacks of flour into the canal, 

Gweedore Railway station, County 
| Donegal, was raided by unknown men 
| on March 25, who destroyed twenty 

bags of bran and a chest of tea by 
throwing some in the river and 
sprinkling the rest over the ground. 

On April 17, armed men entered 
New Ross railway station, County 
Wexford ,and threw the contents of 
fifteen cases of jam into a stream. 

On the same day masked men 
soaked with paraffin and burned nine 
bags of grass and wheat zed, con- 
signed tolocal farmers, at Camphire 
railway station, County Waterford. 

A tradesman, driving his van with 
bread and groceries, near Cavan on 
April 21, was held up by armed men, 
who piled straw round the van and

Valuation of Feeds. 

In placing a value on the feeds 
‘used during this test, an attempt was 
made to use the average prices pre- 
yailing throughout the farming dis- 
tricts of this section of Alberta. 

|” Oats were valued at 25c per bushel 
barley 45c per bushel, oi} meal $65 
per ton, hay $8.00 per ton;
